2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims I -52 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2M3). because the prior art docs not leach or fairly suggest a release paper 
comprising a dye configured to increase the ability of the paper to transmit light or a method of making such a paper. The closest prior 
art is JP 62197483A, which teaches a release paper comprising a paper substrate, an undcrcoating layer comprising clay and a latex, and 
a release coating. However, the JP reference fails to teach adding dye to the paper substrate as is claimed in the pending claims. 

Claims 1-52 meet ihc criteria set out in PCI Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. The claimed product may be utilized in the art as a release paper. 
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
